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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants argue that Anderson does not teach displaying a set of image and a set of descriptions and allow 
a user to manually connect a first description on a web page. In response to Applicant's argument, the Patent Office maintain the 
rejection because applicants does not introduce " allow user to manually connect" in claims. Therefore the Patent Office maintain the 
rejection. 

Applicants argue that Anderson does not teach an applet tag that instructs a browser to execute instructions for running 
the match game applet In response to Applicant's argument, the Patent Office maintain the rejection because Anderson teaches the 
applet tag instructing a browser to execute instructions for running the match as shown in col.8, line 1 -3, col.5, lines 1 -15.
